Simon Catanzaro is not 
being disrespectful when he 
says probably the biggest 
award he has received in 
football ‘means nothing’. 


The National Youth League 
Player of the Year award 
Catanzaro picked up in 
1999 (incidentally one that 
today’s visiting skipper 
Paul Trimboli picked up 
way back in 1986) is the 
highest honour a player can 
achieve in the National 
Youth league, but 
Catanzaro explains more. 


“It was a great henour to 
receive the award,” he says, 
“ but really it means 
nothing if | don’t go on 
with it and be successful.” 


Catanzaro received the 
award after the second of 
his two years at the 
NSWIS, where like so 
many players he came 
under the watchful eye of 
Head Coach Kelly Cross. 


“Kelly was great, he really 
helped me out a lot. I had a 
weight problem when I was 
younger but Kelly showed 
me what to do, and he 


really helped me work on 
my speed. They give you 
the right advice there, and 
it has helped me a lot.” 
After spending the previous 
eight years (from age 8 
through to 16) at Marconi, 
Catanzaro wasn’t short of 
offers when he left the 
Institute. 


Indeed, there were offers 
from overseas, but the 
prospect of working with 
Northern Spirit Head of 
Youth Development Ian 
Crook meant Catanzaro 
turned to Northern Spirit.

“We then go to dinner and get the rest of 
the evening off, but to be honest we just 
usually crash out!” said Catanzaro. 


The Rangers youth team tour has already 
had a big impact on Catanzaro, both from 
playing against them and getting the 
chance to play with the LG Young 
Socceroos. 


“You look around in camp here, and most 


of the boys are from overseas clubs. You 
notice their attitudes are different - they are 
much more focused and definitely have 
that mental edge. 


“It’s the same with the Rangers youth team 
- apart from the fact they play the game at 
a much quicker pace than us, the main 
difference is you can tell from their 
attitudes that they really want to make 
it...as if they just have to give it everything 
and not fail. That’s what has really hit me 
over the past week or so.” 

As for the future for Catanzaro, well he 
says that like most players he would like to 
play overseas, but... 


“It has to be at the right time...and for the 
right club.”

In 1960 a team called North 
Shore - EPT (an amalgamation of the 
north shore club and the Electrical 
Power Transmissions club) played at 
North Sydney Oval. 


The following year the marriage was 
dissolved and North Shore 
Amalgamated with Polonia to become 


known as Polonia - North Side. In 1960 : 


North Shore - EPT third grade side not 
only won the competition but also the 
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grand final against Canterbury 2-1. In 
goal for Canterbury was Ron Corry 
(later to represent Australia) who is 
now of course coach of Wollongong 
Wolves. 


I have still kept a programme from 
1960. The football team Prague lost 
only one game that year, but in one of 
the previous years they went through 
the season undefeated, to be the only 
team to do so I believe. 


In the second division that year (1960) 
the winners were Pan Hellenic, later to 
become Sydney Olympic. The winners 
in the third division were Croatia.’
